President Rogers Writes a Letter Calling on 


Alliancemen to Stand Together—Sena- 
tor Call Grows Indignant, 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Apri! 9.—{Special.]— 
President’ Rogers, of the Florida alliance, 
® state senator, is out in a letter today in 
The Floridian, advising the alliance mem- 
bers to support neither Dunn nor Call, 
but to unite for some loyal allianceman, 
who is clearly pronounced on the St. Louis 
and Ocala alliance platform. 

Rogers was supposed to have favored 
Dunn. His letter has aroused the alliance- 


‘men to a white heat, and they seem now 


confident of victory. Five alliancemen 
committed to Call have prevented harmo- 
nious action. It is said they will be fired 
out of the caucus. There will be forty-five 
siliancemen that will stick. There are 
twenty non-alliancemen members that will 
vote with them against Call, which will 

ect their man, fifty-one being a majority 
in’ open session. 

SENATOR CALL HEARD FROM. 

A profound sensation was caused in the leg- 
islature today by the distribution to the mem- 
bers of a cireular issued by Senator Call, de- 
nouncing as an “absolute and malicious false- 
hood” the statements made by Editor 
Dunning, of The Farm, that he was hostile to 
free silver coinage, and to all the principles of 
the Farmers’ Alliance. Senator Call says in 
this circular: 

My record shows that I have been in favor of 
free silver coinage and the issue of treasury notes 
to such an extent as commerce and the interests 
of the peopie, the farmers especially, required. 
My speeches in the senate prove that I have from 
the first been an advocate of the principles of the 
Farmers’ Alliance. In every county in the state I 
have advocated them. I have frequently ex- 
pressed the opinion that the subtreasury system 
might be so moditied as to accomplish all the ob- 
jects desired by thealliance.

THE OFFICIAL CANVASS. 

The official canvass of votes in the late elec- 
tion began this afternoon, and itis expected 
that the work will not be completed inside of 
a week. Both republicans and democrats con- 
tinue to claim the election of their respective 
candidate for mayor, and, until the official 
canvass is finished it will be impossible to de- 
clare, positively, Which is correct. 

Two alleged errors in the returns made Tues- 
day night were discovered today. In the 
twenty-seventh ward the republicans claim 
that Washburn was not credited with fifty 
votes which were cast for him, and in the 
twenty-fifth ward the democrats claim that 
the number of votes credited to Cregier was

PROCTOR WILL NOT RESIGN 


Unless He Is Appointed to Succeed Edmunds 
in the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—It is learned on 
good authority that Secretary Proctor has no 
intention of resigning his office immediately. 
His return from the west was caused by a per- 
sonal reason in addition to his desire to see the 
president before the latter starts on his western 
and southern tour. He will resume to dis- 
charge the duties of his office when he returns 
to Washington. Butif Governor Page, dur- 
ing the adjournment of the Vermont legisla- 
ture, which does not reassemble until a year 
from next autumn, should conclude to appoint 
Secretary Proctor to the United States senate 
to fill the vacancy to be caused by Senator 
Edmund’s retirement, it is stated, by the same 
anthority, that the secretary will accept the 
appointment. This action is not likely to be 
taken until next fall, and in the meantime 


Secretary Proctor will doubtless continue to 
be a inember of President Harrison’s cabinet. 


THE SERVICES AT MIDNIGHT 


Over the Body of General Albert Pike in 
Washington. 

WasHiInoTon, April 9.—The body of Gen- 
eral Albert Pike, the eminent Mason, was re- 
moved from the Scottish Rite cathedral to- 
night to the Congregational church, where, at 
midnight, the solemn and impressive cere- 
monies of the Kodosh Rite were§performed. 
The church was filled with members of the 
Masonic order and their friends, who had 
gathered to witness the unusual spectacle. At 
the conclusion of the ceremonies at the church 


the remains were taken back to the sanctuary, ' 


where they will remain until tomorrow, when 
the funeral takes place. 


A LARGE BLAZE IN CINCINNATI. 


The Union Stockyards Destroyed by Fire 
Heavy Losses. 

CrncinwaTi, April 9.—The Union stock- 
yards is on fire. The fire started in the hay 
barns and spread rapidly tothe grain sheds 
and cattlepens. The firemen are trying to 
confine the fire within its present limits. The 
loss already has been about $50,000; partially 
insured. 

The whole ten acres of the stock yards, old 
and new, north of the Stock Yards hotel, is 
burning and can’t be saved. The fire has not, 
however, made great headway outside of the 
stock pen. Two large pork houses, respect- 
ively, belonging to Charles Davis & Co. and 
Ryan Bros., both considerable stock store and 
stock yards here, are in great danger. Official 
information places the loss at $250,000, but the 
amount of insurance is unknown. At the 
present writing (12:30) itis still blazing. 

COTTON BURNED AT MEMPHIS. 

Memrpuis, Tenn., April 9.—The cotton sheds 
of Hill Fontaine & Co., caught fire, it is 
thought, from a spark of a passing locomotive, 
about 11 o’clock tonight. At midnight the fire 
is still burning fiercely with the prospect of the 
entire destruction of the sheds, in which are 
stored between 8,000 and 10,000 bales of cotton. 
The loss will be nearly $325,000; insurance not 
known.

THE DEAD GOVERNOR. 


THE LAST TRIBUTE OF RESPECT TO 
GOVERNOR FOWLE. 


RALEIGH FILLED WITH MOURNERS, 


Who Follow the Remains of the Late Got- 
ernor Fowle to Their Last Resting 
Place—Goy. Holt Takes the Keins. 


RALEIGH, N. C., April 9.—{Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Fowle’s body lay in state all night in 
the rotunda of the capitol. Five thousand 
people viewed the remains up to midnight, 
while today, up to2 o’clock, when the casket 
was closed, nearly twice that number looked 
atthe face of the dead governor. People of 
prominence, representatives of cities and 
towns, and members of the legislature arrived 
today in considerable numbers. 

The city was draped in mourning and in the 
afternoon all business was suspended. The 
crowd in the city steadily increased until 4:30 
o’clock, the hour for the funeral. At that 
time the throng on the streets, all along the 
line of the procession, was one of the greatest 
ever seen here. 7 

TAKEN TO THE CHURCH. 

Punctually at the time named, the casket 
was taken from the capitol to the First Pres 
byterian church. It was escorted there by 
Adjutant General Glenn and the full staff of 
the governor, and by the state officers, heads 
of state institutions and others. The casket 
was borne past the line of troops who saluted, 
and was carried into the church by eight 
colored men, mostly employes at the public 
buildings. Not one-tenth of the people could 
find room in the church. The services there 
were conducted by Rev. Dr. John L. Watkins, 
the pastor, all the other preachers in the city 
being present. There were present many 
members of the governor’s family.

THE FUNERAL PROCESSION. 

The procession was formed after the services, 
which lasted thirty minutes, ended. The scene 
was one which will never be forgotten here. 
The sidewalks were packed with people, all 
silent and respectful. The procession was 
made up as follows:

THE INTERMENT. 

The interment was at Oakwood cemetery, 
about a mile from the capitol. On the arrival 
there the staff saluted the casket containing 
he remains, and the Masons and Odd Fellows 
formed around the grave. The burial service 
was conducted by the Masons, and at the con- 
clusion three volleys were fired by Company 
D, of the Third regiment, from Durham. — 

GOVERNOR HOLT. 

Governor Holt was escorted from the ceme- 
tery to the capitol by the staff and the troops. 
On arrival at the capitol he made some touch- 
ing remarks to the officers of the staff, assuring 
them of his appreciation of the respect shown 
the late governor, and informing them that he 
desired them to retain their positions. He 
pledged his hearty support to the state guard. 


‘THEY MASSACRED MY SOLDIERS.” 


The Manipuri’s Explanation Why He Killed 
the British. 

SrmiA, April 9.—A letter received here 
yesterday from the leader of the Manipuris, 
who ordered the massacre of Chief Commis- 
sioner James W. Quinton and his colleagues, 
at Manipuri, says: 

The British troops attacked the palace and mas- 
sacred my soldiers and also killod the women and 
children. In addition, they threw women and 
children into burning houses, and desecrated the 
temples. Therefore, we killed Chief Commis- 
sioner Quinton’s party. 

The party referred to as killed by the Mani- 
puris was composed of Chief Commissioner 
Quinton, Colonel Skene, in command of the 
escort of the Goorkhas, Lieutenant Simpson, 
Mr. F. St. C. Greenwood, British political 
agent at Manipur, and Messrs. Cossins and 
Melville, the three last named gentlemen be- 
ing civilians. Lieutenant Grant, who was in 
command of the smali British force which 
stormed and captured Fort Thabat recently, 
and Captain Presgrave in command of the de- 
tachment of troops sent to reinforce Lieuten- 
ant Grant, one of whom it was feared was a 
British officer, reported to have been killed 
during further disturbance and fighting near 
Manipur, are now both said to be safe. 


THE CHIEF HAD A FINE TIME. 


Mala Vita Society. 

Rome, April 9.—In the trial of the members 
of the Mala Vita Society, at Bari today, in- 
formers testitied that members of the society 
were forced to provide money, food and cloth- 
ing for the chief and were even compelled to 
give up their own bedding. Refractory mem- 
bers were thrashed by comrades chosen by 
ballot. Altogether a terrible system of extortion 
and intimidation was revealed. The calling 
of each fresh informer’s name was received 
with death-like silence, but during the exam- 
ination the prisoners hurled such epithets as 
‘‘Assassin,’’ “Liar” and ‘‘Rascal” at the in- 
formers, who protested with equal vigor. 

Notice was given today that medical men 
will speak on the mental condition of the in- 
formers. The excitement in town is becoming 
intense. The streets today were thronged 
with people eager to see the prisoners, who 
were conducted by an armed escort to and 
from court.

THE GAPTAIN'S SQAD 


PLACED UNDER ARREST AT MORE- 
WooD 


UPON WARRANTS SWORN OUT BY STRIKERS. 


The Captain and His Deputies Are Charged 
with Murder in the Killing of the Men 
During the Riot. 


Mount Pueasant, Pa., April 9.—Interest 
is centered today in the coroner’s inquest, 
which reopened at noon. So far nothing im- 
portant has been elicited. The strikers seem 
to have renewed hope. The leaders have been 
at work among them for the past few days 
and the effect is noticeable. The men are 
holding off until tomorrow’s meeting, which 
was called by Master Workman Wise. 

It is evident some concession is to be made 
by the strikers, bat just what itis cannot be 
ascertained. The locked out men have been 
doing missionary work and there were less 
men at work today than yesterday. 

WARRANTS SWORN OUT. 

James McBride, of the miners’ executive 
board, says informations were made last night 
against Captain Lear and a number of his dep- 
uties, charging them with murder. 

The warrants are now in the hands of con- 
Stables and will be served today. Mr. Me- 
Bride said further, that the case would be 
pushed. Superintendent Morris Ramsey, of 
the Morewood works, commence? the serving 
of eviction notices this morning. The usual 
ten-day notices were given the men, and it 
did not surprise them. The soldiers will not 
take any hand in the evictions, unless the 
strikers resort to violence. 

This afternoon Captain Lear and thirteen 
deputies were arrested on charges of murder. 
They were taken to Scottdale on the 2:40 
o'clock train, where they will give bail for a 
hearing later. 

EXCITEMERT OVER THE ARRESTS. 

This place isin a fever of excitement to- 
night over the arrest of Captain Lear and his 
deputies on the chatge of murder. The suits 
are the outcome of the Morewood riot. Early 
this morning James McBride and Robert 
Wendell, two labor leaders, appeared before 
Justice Eicher and swore out the warrants for 
the arrests. 

Defendants waived hearing and commit- 
ments were taken out on which they will be 
remanded to jail tomorrow morning. The feel- 
ing among the strikers against Captain Lear 
and his deputies is still very high,and it is 

ly for these reasons that they were 
taken to the Eighteenth regiment camp, where 
they will be carefully guarded until daybreak. 
Nobody was admitted to the squire’s olfice, 
save Secretary Parker and newspaper men. 
The defendants say they are not worried over 
the ultimate outcome of the suits, but ex- 
pect it would necessitate considerable trouble. 

On .reaching Greensburg tomorrow efforts 
will be made to secure writs of habeas corpus 
forthem. Judge Reyburn will preside over 
the court. The district attorney of Greens- 
burg is blamed by the strikers as being instru- 
mentalin fixing bail, and it was this bail 

uestion that led to the sudden rearrest of

FUN AT A FIRE. 


A Riotinm Which Several Persons Were Fa- 
taMy Wounded. 
WIELKESBARRE, Pa., April 9.—A serious riot 


‘occufréd at Kingston, just across the river 


from this city, this afternoon. While the local 
fire brigade was engaged in extinguishing a 
firea man named Mitchell Duffy, from the 
adjoining village of Edwardsville, forced his 
way into the side lines. Upon refusing to get 
out, the firemen turned the hose on him. A 
number of Edwardsville men who were watch- 
ing the fire became angry at this, and jumping 
over the ropes attacked the firemen fiercely. 

The latter stoutly defended themselves, and 
in a short time no less than twenty-five men 
were engaged in a hand-to-hand encounter. 
Stones, clubs, wrenches and everything that 
could be used as a weapon was wielded. The 
firemen were soon outnumbered and were on 
the point of beating a'retreat, when the police 
appeared and engaged at once with the rioters. 

THE BATTLE GENERAL. 

In the meantime reinforcements arrived 
from Edwardsvilie and the battle became gen- 
eral. Business men along Main street, seeing 
the police beaten back by the Edwardsville 
people, tookahandin the fray. The fight 
was long and bloody, and when, at the end of 
an hour, the Edwardsville forcesjwere put to 
flight, there were no less than twenty men 
badly injured on each side. Broken heads, 
noses and limbs kept the doctors of both towns 
busy for hours, and it is feared that two or 
three may die from their injuries. Duffy was 
arrested and is now in jail. 


KANSAS CITY JAIL ATTACKED 


By a Mob of Five Hundred Negroes, to 
Lynch a Murderer. 

KansAs City, Mo., April 9.—A crowd of 
500 negroes last night attacked the county jail, 
with the intention of lynching William 
McCoy, who brutally murdered his mistress, 
Nellie McGruder, last Sunday night, by beat- 
ing her head to jelly with stones. A previous 
attempt to lynch McCoy was made last Mon- 
day, at the time of the preliminary trial, but 
the prison was so well guarded that the at- 
tempt was abandoned. The sheriff concluded 
that the excitement among the negro popula- 
tion had subsided sufficiently to warrant the 
withdrawal of the extra guard, and when the 
attack was made it was wholly unexpected. 

Negroes gathered quietly about the build- 
ing, and at 12:45 o’clock twenty of their num- 
ber, masked and otherwise disguised, broke in 
the outer door and immediately proceeded to 
that part of the building which was partitioned 
off for the jail. This is separated from the 
rest of the building by a steel iron door. The 
only one on guard wason duty. He drew his 
revolver and threatened to shoot the first man 
who approached the door. A committee of 
twenty, after some parieying, withdrew, and 
joined their comrades outside. After further 

arley the entire mob dispersed. The guard 
as been doubled in anticipation of a further 
attack. 
STORY OF THE CRIME. 

The body of Mollie McGruder was found 
near the Priest of Pallas hall, in Kansas City, 
on Jast Sunday night. The head was beaten 
into a pulpy mass. The woman had evidently 
made a desperate fight for life; the ground 
about where she lay was trampled and torn, 
and bits of the dead grass which covered 
it were clinging to her garments. 
The forefinger of her left hand was 
cut nearly off, and there is a long 
but shallow cut on the right wrist. Under her 
arm, when she was lifted into the dead wagon, 
was found the weapon that madethese wounds 
—a pocket knife, whose ri handle and 
well-worn blades were thickly encrusted with 
blood. 

The ferocious strength of the assassin was 
futher shown when the body was lifted. The 
woman’s head had been pounded into the hard 
clay upon which she fell, leaving a round de- 
pression quite three inches deep. AJ] around 
this depression the earth was soaked with blood 
and flecked with bits of brain matter. 

AEREST OF M’COY. 

William McCoy, also colored, with whom 

the woman had been living at 1122 Belvidere 


the crime on suspicion of being the murderer. 
His clothes were stained with drops of blood, 
and the fact that he had quarreled with the 
woman the day before furnished ample motive 
for the crime. 

The evidence against him is strong. 
Searched at headquarters, minute drops of 
blood were found spattered over his sleeves 
and upon his hat. His shirt and undercloth- 
ing were perfectly clean, having just been put 
on that morning. Neighbors who flocked 
about the scene of the tragedy declared that 
he had frequently quarreled with the woman 
and that one of hens quarrels wasin progress 
Sunday. McCoy showed remarkable coolness 
and denies all knowledge of the murder. He 
told the reporter that he had lived with the 
woman but was not married to her. 

The colored population was very much ex- 
cited over the foul crime, and while the coro- 
ner was holding his inquest hundreds of them 
stood ground muttering threats of vengeance. 
The excitement did not abate within the past 
two days, and last night a mob visited the 
jail as described above.

A Sensation Among the Financial Men of 
Richmond. 

Ricumonp, Va., April 9.—[Special.]—Lewis 
Booker, a prominent and one of the most 
popular business men in Richmond, was ar- 
rested on four warrants charging him with 
misappropriating judiciary funds belonging to 
the heirs of the Hannewinckle estate. 

It is thought that Booker’s shortage will ex- 
ceed $100,000. He wasa member of the in- 
surance firm of D. N. Walker & Co. Booker 
was regarded as one of the most circumspect 
of business men, and had won an enviable 
reputation as a fiduciary agent. He moved in 
good society and was the treasurer of # leading 
Episcopal church 

THE ESTATE AT STAKR. 

Mr. Frederick William Hannewinckle, a re- 
tired tobacco buyer, who died some years ago, 
left an estate of over $600,000. He left six 
heirs, three of whom, Miss Eniily, Frederick, 
William and Edward, were atthe time minors. 
In February, 1882, Booker, qualified as guardian 
of these three, with Mrs. Joseph Packard, 
of Baltimore, and Mrs. Roberta Trigg, wife of 
W. R. Trigg, president of the Richmond Loco- 
motive Works, as sureties. About two years 
ago Mr. Ed W. Hannewinckle, who is a prom- 
inent society man, became of age, and shortly 
after asked for a settlement with Booker. His 
guardian, however, put him off from time to 
time. It has been known, though, to those 
interested, for several days, that Booker could 
not account for the money placed in his 
charge. 

A BILL IN CHANCERY FILED. 

Today the counsel for Mr. Edward Hanne- 
winckle filed a billinthe chancery court to 
attach all the property heldin Booker’s name, 
which consists of two pieces of valuable real 
estate, and all debts supposed to be due him. 
The bill avers that Booker had sureties of 
Edward Hannewinckle’s amounting to about 
$73,000, for which he had failed to account. 
The counsel for Miss Emily Hanne- 
winckle also sued out § attachments, 
in the same court, against Booker’s 

roperty. Her claim is named at $45,000. In 
both of these cases the money was invested in 
stock and other good securities, and it was 
supposed that Booker had themin the bank. 
The great mystery is, if Booker is guilty, how 
he could have disposed of the money. is in- 
come from his insurance business probably 
amounted to $3,000 or $4,000 a year. So far 
as his friends can see, his expenditures do not 
appear to exceed that amount. His wife was 
Miss Page, one of the most accomplished 
ladies of ‘the state. Booker has employed 
Judge Hunter Marshall as counsel. 

GIVES NO DEFENSE. 

The accused does not give out any state- 
ment.

The theory of one of 
these is that Booker sold the bonds, but still 
continued to keep them on his books. He sat- 
istied the owners for a time, according to this 
theory, by paying the interest regularly.

THE FIRST COMMERCIAL CONGRESS 
OF THE WESTERN STATES. 


AN IMPORTANT © BUSINESS MOVE. 


Reciprocity and Trade Kelations with Other 
States and Nations to Be Discussed. 
Work of the Week Outlined. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 9.—[Special.]J—Al- 
though a week is yet to elapse before the first 
western states commercial congress will con- 
vene in this city, there is every prospect that 
the meeting will be the most successful of 
the kind ever held in the United States. The 
corresponding secretary is in receipt of accept- 
ances from a large proportion of the invitations 
sent out, and among those who will be here 
are some of the foremost men of the country in 
commercial and official circles. Many of the 
more prominent men who have been invited, 
and who have not yet accepted or declined, 
have given their assurance that they will be 
here if it is possible to arrange tocome. The 
fact that the convention is to be purely non- 
partisan has had much to do with the readiness 
with which the country has takenit up. No 
political discussions will be permitted. Every 
subject to be discussed is one which interests 
the north and south and the east and west 
alike. Congressmen from Georgia, Alabama, 
Arkansas, Kentucky, Tennessee and other 
southern states will discuss the topics proposed 
with congressmen from Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Kausas and other northern states. 

Encouraging letters have been received 
from Congressman Crisp, of Georgia; Hon. 
Benjamin Butterworth, of Ohio; Hon, Eéd- 
ward Atkinson, of Boston; Hon. T. J. Hen- 
derson, chairman of the house committee on 
rivers and harbors; Governor Steele, of Okla- 
homa; A. M. Dockery, of Missouri; Hon. 
Don M. Dickinson, of Michigan; Secretary 
of the Interior Noble; Congressman Baker, of 
Kansas; Secretary of the Treasury Foster; — 
Congressman McCreary; Hon, James G. 
Blaine; Hon. C. R. Breckinridge, of Arkan- 
sas; Hon. Charles Francis Adams, of Boston, 
and scores of others of a like character.

The Road Will Be Pushed Into the Hands 
of a Receiver. 

AvaustTa, Ga. April 9.—[Special.J—A 
meeting of the bondholders of the Augusta, 
Gibson and Sandersville railroad was held in 
New York on Tuesday. Of the $340,000 
worth of bonds of the road, $275,000 of the 
bonds were represented. The bondholders 
met to consider the default of the narrow 
gauge road in not taking up the January 
coupons of the bonds. After. discussing the 
failure of the road to pay the interest to the 
bondholders, an agreement was drawn up for 
a deposit of all the bonds in the Central Trust 
Company, of New York, giving control of the 
entire matter to a committee, composed of 
A. Dutenhofer, of New York; F. W. Colston, 
of Baltimore, and John WW. Cochrane, 
of New York. The committee is charged by 
the bondholders to force a payment 
of the overdue interest from the road. 
If interest is not paid, the committee will ap- 
ply to the courts for a receiver or foreclose 
the mortgage, and purchas 
if necessary. A desposit of $2 per bond will 
be required of each bondholder by the Central 
Trust Company, of New York, beforé they 
will receive the bonds on deposit. All the 
bonds are of the denomination of $500, so 
this charge means $4 a thousand. 
A deposit of $1,360 will 
made with the Central Trust Company. Every 
bondholder deposits his bonds. The bond- 
holders are satisfied the bonds are worth par 
with interest, and they are determined to get 
that for them, or take the road. The com- 
mittee of bondholders has already gone to 
work, and if they cannot exact interest from 
the defaulting road, legal proceedings will be 
instituted in the courts here, and a receiver 
put in charge of the road.

Nearly $1,000 reward was offered for the cap- 
ture of Lowry. 

A special received tonight confirms the re- 
port that Richard Lowry has been captured 
at Adel by Deputy United States Marshal 
Keen. Lowry has been living around there 
for the last six weeks.

Catnoun, Ga., April 9.—[Special.}—Colonel 
James Rodgers, now living at Lily Pond, is 
one of the most remarkable men in north 
Georgia. He has reached the advanced age 
of eighty-five years, and his life story contains 
many interesting chapters. He was born in 
Tennessee, and was taught by his father the 
art of powder-making by the primitive 
methods. While engaged in searching for 
saltpetre, used in making powder, he explored 
nearly all the important caverns of extent in 
Tennessee. When he grew up he took a law 
course at the University of Virginia, and im- 
mediately afterwards went on horseback to 
Niagara Falls. : 

He afterwards returned south and settled ‘in 
Georgia. He laid out the town of Spring 
Place, and was the first white man that ever 
went to Cohuttah springs for medicinal pur- 
poses. 

He built a boat, which was launched on the 
Connasauga river, and in this vessel he de- 
scended the waterway to Mobile. 

He was a quartermaster under General 
Nelson during the Seminole warin Florida,and 
once marched with asmall party of men across 
the great Okefenokee swamp, being compelled 
to camp in the midst of it. He was afterwards 
assistant keeper of the penitentiary under 
Nelson. 

After Nelson died, Colonel Rodgers was the 
principal moverin the erection of the hand- 
some monument which now stands 1n the court- 
house yard in Calhoun, and which attests the 
honor of the great soldier. 

Colonel Rodgers has also traveled exten- 
sively over Florida, and is perfectly familiar 
with the topography of that state. Several 
years ago he moved to Lily Pond, in Gordon 
county, where he has since resided. He was 
the first to introduce the cultivation of clover 
and the grasses into Oothcaloga valley, the 
cultivation of which has made that region 
famous and wealthy. 

A few weeks ago he erected a tiling machine 
forthe manufacture of pipes, with which he

Cheap Labor and Progress. 

Professor Richard T. Ely, of the Johns 
Hopkins University, says that he was greatly 
encouraged by the reports of the south’s 
progress until his attention was called to the 
fact that among the inducements offered to 
capitalists to come to that section was that 
of cheap labor. 

This has caused the professor to fear that 
southern progress means prosperity for capi- 
talists and poverty for the masses. 

Generally, it must be admitted that cheap 
labor belongs toa land where wealth accu- 
mulates and men decay. It follows and 
sustains a plutocracy. But the south, with 
its new conditions, is comparatively a new 
country. We have no plutocrats, no men 
with the great fortunes which are 8o com- 
mon in the north. Our people live simply, 
and they do not have to work against the 
forces of nature. Cheap labor isa relative 
phrase. 
and quite another thing in the south. The 
complaints of extreme suffering come from 
the masses of the north, and not from south- 
ern toilers, although the average rate of 
wages is higher in the former section. 

At present labor is competitive in the 
south, and that fact naturally lowers wages. 
When capital comes in toa greater extent, 
and establishes a greater number of indus- 
tries and pushes material development in 
every line, labor will be less competitive, 
and more in demand, thus causing it to be 
Letter paid. Even now this would be the 
case if more people would cultivate small 
farms for themselves instead of attempting 
to crowd their way into other occupations. 
Land is abundant, cheap and rented on easy 
terms, and the average farm hand is able to 
make a start for himself. This would ma- 
terially reduce the supply of labor seeking 
market, and all classes of employers 
would have to offer higher wages to secure 
the requisite number of workers. 

Cheap labor in the south is not such badly 
underpaid labor as it appears toa northern 
stranger. Nor will it long remain on its 
present basis. The coming generation will 
be the golden age of our industrious toilers. 
With our rapid development and a financial 
and tariff reform that will lighten our bur- 
dens, there is no obstacle in the way of our 
general prosperity. 

Professor Ely isa wise and honest econo- 
mist, but we cannot accept his view of the 
southern situation. Our cheap labor is not 
the cheap labor with which he is familiar in 
the north. 


Protection to Foreigners. 

The Boston Advertiser, referring to the 
trouble with Italy, thinks it has discovered 
‘a grave and serious fault in existing fed- 
eral laws.’’ It says that ‘‘the New Orleans 
incident and the resultant demands of the 
Italian government have shown very clearly 
that under the existing laws the federal gov- 
ernment has no power to-enforce the treaty 
stipulations guaranteeing protection of life 
and person to subjects of a foreign power 
residing temporarily under the jurisdiction 
of any state.”’ 

The average Boston editor may be de- 
pended on to get on a high horse whenever 
opportunity offers, and it is no surprise 
therefore to see The Advertiser mounted on 
its capering steed. While the editor is in 
this exalted position, perhaps he will conde- 
scend to explain to the public and to us just 
what stipulation in the treaty with Ltaly 
this government cannot enforce. If he can 
do this without falling off his horse, well 
and good; in any event, we see no fatal ob- 
jection to this kind of mental exercise. 

We have had some pretty tough customers 
in charge of the government since the war, 
but we do not believe that we have had a pres- 
ident or a secretary of state foolish enough 
to negotiate and sign a treaty stipulating 
that this government, evenin a case of 
emergency, should go beyond its authority. 
Certainly the treaty with Italy makes no 
such stipulation. In that treaty, the fed- 
eral government binds itself to see that the 
natives of Italy are treated precisely as the 

natives of the republic are treated—that 
they shall receive the same consideration 
and protection. | 

It is to be presumed that the Italian au- 
thorities who aided in the negotiation of 
that treaty understood the nature of the 
American republic. Ifthey did not, they 
were unfit to sign a treaty. The foreigners 
who come here are supposed to know what 
they are about. The fact that they are 
foreigners counts for nothing in this country 
where the people carry on their own govern- 
ment through their own chosen representa- 
tives. Treaties do not give them any more 
rights than the native Americans have. 
They are supposed to understand this fact 
when they make up their minds to come 
over here. They come at their own risk, 
and take their chances with the rest of us. 
If. they come here to lead honest and 

lives, and to abide by our laws, 
and enjoy the 


It means one thing in the north: 
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urchase a verdict of ac- 
quittal—they will find that the American 
republic is not a pleasant place of abode. 


Let Full Jastice Be Done. 

The Charleston News and Courier is not 
disposed to look with friendly eyes on the 
possibility of the nomination of Governor 
David B. Hill as the democratic candidate 
for president, but itis equally indisposed to 
see that active and energetic democrat made 
the victim of mugwump slander. Our 
Charleston contemporary quotes a statement 
from The New York Commercial Advertiser 
to the effect that for some years ‘‘that crafty 
public character,’’ Governor Hill, has been 
in particular doubt as to whether he wasa 
protectionist or not, and then proceeds to 
show by extracts from Governor Hill’s 
speeches that the statement of The Commer- 
cial Advertiser is a slander. 

This little episode shows that The News 
and Courier is perfectly willing to do justice 
to Governor Hill. We therefore call its at- 
tention to the fact that it has recently unin- 
tentionally misrepresented the attitude of 
the governor of New York on the silver 
question. Our contemporary has, on more 
than one occasion, recently left the impres- 
sion on its readers that Governor Hill has 
shirked the silver question. This is a mis- 
take which The News and Courier should 
not permit to go uncorrected. In a speech 
made in Brooklyn during the campaign that 
led up to the election of last November, 
Governor Hill announced that he was in 
favor of the free coinage of silver. This 
fact has been repeatedly dwelt on in the 
newspapers, and extracts from the Brooklyn 
speech have been fairly published. 

Thus, Governor Hill is not only an enthu- 
siastic tariff reformer, but stands opposed to 
the republican financial policy which de- 
mands the demonetizatjon of silver.

If anything could win us over to the cause 
of female suffrage, it would be the patriotic 
uprising of the women of Kansas in behalf 
of honest government. 

The municipal elections in that state, this 
week, resulted in a series of surprises to the 
republicans. Armed with the ballot, the 
women determined to make good use of it, 
and braving the weather they trudged to the 
polls, where they voted the straight demo- 
cratic ticket, and elected it in nearly every 
town. 

The election was rendered all the more in- 
teresting and exciting by the action of the 
wives of prominent republicans. These 
ladies openly ignored or defied the wishes 
of their lords and masters; and gave the 
dominant party a black eye. 

Ex-Speaker Reed, not long ago, intimated 
that the “‘shopping brigade’’ had no love for 
the republican party, and he was right. The 
women of Kansas, like their sisters in other 
states, have felt the evil effects of the robber 
tariff and our inadequate financial system.

Naturally, the world over, they sympathize 
with a good cause, and want to see it win. 
When General Toombs roamed all over the 
world, during his voluntary exile, he said 
that, while men differed in opinion, he 
found the women everywhere in favor of the 
southern confederacy—in the salons of 
Paris, in the drawing rooms of London, and 
even in the Canary islands. If it could be 
left to the women they would soon wipe out 
everything that savored of wrong, oppres- 
sion and dishonesty. 

And yet, while these public-spirited Kan- 
sas dames, from Mrs. Mary Lease down to 
the blushing political debutante, have won 
our admiration and our gratitude, we cannot 
think of their brilliant crusade at the polls 
without a feeling of sadness. It is a 
wretched business, this thing called politics, 
Let the men deal with it, and fight it out in 
their rough way, with the devil standing by 
to take the hindmost. But let us spare the 
women of the land this additional burden. 
The queens of our hearts and homes should 
be spared the degradation of jostling with a 
crowd of pothouse politicians at the polls. 
If we cannot uplift a cause without pulling 
down the women, then we might as well go 
to smash at once. 


The “Republican Mafia” of Ohio. 

Ohio has just had a sort of an election; in 
other words, the monthly riot has culmi- 
nated ina sort of breathless scuffle at the 
ballot box. Yet the pressure is not lifted, 
and there are lively times ahead for that 
ambitious and gifted people. The future 
has just as much politics in store for them 
as the past has had, and the situation is to 
be enlivened, not to say variegated, by a 
number of {corrugated complications in the 
bowels of the republican party, to which is 
to be added the confusing and threatening 
attitude of the Farmers’ Alliance. 

The contest is already begun, and to say 
that it is merely interesting would do injus- 
tice to a spectacle that promises such extra- 
ordinary developments in the way of fire- 
works, The interest of the campaign is not 
confined to Ohio. The cauldron boils over 
into adjoining states, and even alien editors 
are beginning to fret and rage. Here is the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat, for instance, an 
organ with a stomach strong enough to 
chamber and retain any form of modern re- 
publicanism—here is The Globe-Democrat 
alluding to ‘‘the Buckeye republican Mafia,”’ 
and employing other inflammatory terms to 
describe the Ohio contest. It must neces- 
sarily follow that the situation abounds in 
interest. 

John Sherman has taken on some degree 
of activity. Heisnotonly putting up his 
fences, but he is building a barn, the strain 
on his intellect being of a twofold nature.

BATTLE ENSUES. 


Excited Citizens Witness the Combat in a 
Natural Amphitheater—Both Bulls 
Game to the Last. 


WRIGHTSVILLE, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]— 
An exciting and interesting bull fight, which 
would have done credit to a Spanish arena, oc- 
curred near here a few days ago. It was wit- 
nessed by hundreds of people, who were at- 
tracted to the scene by the bellowing of the 
bulls as they met on the field of battle. They 
were fine animals, and it was almost a fight to 
the death. They met, and after some pre- 
liminary pawing of the ground, locked horns. 
Then No, 1 backed off, and after tearing up 
the dirt again, until both animals were en- 
veloped in a cloud of dust, he made a vicious 
lunge at No. 2, leaving a bloody track on his 
hide, and retiring for a moment with foaming 
mouth and bloody horns. 

Then No. 2, maddened by the sight of the 
blood drawn by his antagonist, rushed furi- 
ously at his foe, and almost disemboweled 
him. The mad bellowing of the bulls sounded 
like the roll of thunder, as with reeking flanks 
and foaming nostrils they charged recklessly 
at each other, blinding the sunlight with yel- 
low clouds of dust. They did not confine 
themselves to any limited space, but when one 
would gainan advantage over the other, he 
would chase him in acircle which covered 
several acres, hisenemy occasionally turning 
and locking horns with him. 

The animals were evenly matched, and the 
battle lasted nearly an hour and a half. As the 
bulls would meet and their sharp horns would 
make bloody furrows in their sides, the 
people yelled with excitament, which seemed to 
urge the mad combatants on. Dripping with 
blood and foam, they fought to a finish, and 
when, from shéer exhaustion, one of them 
threw up the sponge, the victorious animal 
was so worn with the conflict that he went 
staggering to his corner, where he lay panting 
and bleeding. 

It was one of the most desperate bull fights 
on record, and it will not be forgotten by the 
people who witnessed it, 

It was purely a voluntary affair on the part 
of the bulls, as such barbarous pastimes are 
not indulged in here. _

is army of employes. In Cleveland 
he is the superintendant of a large Sunday 
school and takes as active an interest in 
church work as John Wanamaker. In his 
own city he is believed to be the wealthiest 
man in America, with a larger estate than 
Jay Gould. Of late he has begun to turn his 
attention to railroads. 

Dr. McDonald, in making the report of the 
committee on the Georgia Baptist Orphans’ 
Home, said: 

**T thank God that our women are not ex- 
pending their strength in discussing woman’s 
suffrage, or in disparagement of the Apostle 
Paul, or in saying that he did not have right 
views. 

The speaker then outlined the work of the 
asylum, and made a strong appeal for the help 
of the Baptist people of the state. 

He was followed by Dr. Lansing Burrows, 
who said that the Baptist orphanage at Louis- 
ville, Ky., with 100 to 150 inmates, was more 
than supported by collections taken 
up at the associational meetings, and 
he suggested that at each meeting of the 
Baptist associations in Georgia a committee 
on theOrphans’ Home be appointed, and that it 
bring in a report and take up a collection. 

Dr. J. G. Gibson, in behalf of the president 
of the home, Mrs. Harvey Hatcher, made a 


- . gtatement of the management of the home. 


It was an admirable showing, by which it ap- 
peared that the ten inmates had been sup- 
rted and the matron’s salary and the rent 
ad been paid for the past twelve months with 
$710. Dr. Gibson followed this statement 
with an earnest and touching appeal in behalf 
of the orphan children of the siate. 

Governor Northen followed with an earnest 
talk, in which he referred to the work of the 
Home for the Friendless in Atlanta and to the 
rescue of friendless waifs from vile association 
of jails where they had been imprisoned for 
petty offenses. 

The convention was visibly affected by these 
appeals, and when Dr. Burrows asked the del- 
egates to present the matter to the forty-tive 
associations in the state, the volunteers spoke 
faster than their names could be taken down. 
From this on a liberal continuous fund for the 
maintenance of the;Orphans’ Home at Atlanta 
is assured. 

As Dr. Burrows put it: 

‘‘You brethren in Atlanta put the brick and 
mortar there, and{the associations will furnish 
the money to support the inmates.”’ 

Then he explained: 

“When we get the asylum built, don't let 
the poorbouses of the state hold a si n gle or- 
phan of the Baptist people of the state. 

To this there was a chorus of amens, and 
Mr. Dobbs, of Cartersville, remarked that 


upon that part of his great body that was in 
deepest [distress, he exclaimed, ‘Oh, my soul!’ 

‘Some members of this convention have 
beenin doubtas tothe value of the church 
property purchased by the home mission 
boagd. Iexamined the property in connection 
with some of the wisest and most successful 
business men among American Baptists, and 
after a conference with the best business men 
of Havana, we were agreed that the 
ground alone upon which the church stands, 
is worth ‘more than the sum paid for the whole 
property. The buildingis one of the most 
magnificent structures in the city,and was 
erected only ten years ago at a cost of $100,000. 

‘There are five Baptist churches in Ha- 
vana, and every Sabbath there are 
more worshipers within their sanctuaries 
than attend the services of all Catholic 
churches of that city. 

‘Diaz is the most masterful orator and 
princely man in Cuba.. He has won the ad- 
miration, confidence and affections of all 
classes of people. He is supported by a corps 
of cultured and consecrated native preachers. 

*““Cuba,’ said one of the judges of the 
supreme court, ‘has been for many years 
practically without a religion. Her people 
have broken away from Romanism and they 
will never return to it.’ 

“He told them that American Baptists had 
brought to them a Christianity that was prim- 
itive and pure, and that was destined to be the 
religion of the island.

The iands in which Romanism is 
most active and aggressive are those which are 
understood to be Protestant, while in the 
others Rome is losing its power upon the gen- 
eral mass of the people.

“Anuther mistake is to suppose that the 
native missionaries abroad are very common 
and ordinary people, because we see them 
here at a disadvantage. At their homes they 
are powers. Diaz in Havana, Bellondi in 
Venice, Paschetti in Rome, and others are 
men of great magnetism and power. The 
third mistake is in ignoring the power of the 
spirit of God in the work of the world’s re- 

emption.”

Elder Minson has been pastor of the new 
Christian church here, and two weeks ago be- 
gan a revival at Davisborochurch, saying that 
the services would continue for some time. 
But the fates seemed against it, and after a 
weck’s earnest preaching the meetings came 
to a sudden end. 

A letter in a dainty envelope came 
to the elder. It was post- 
marked Columbus, Ga., and by mistake fell 
into the wrong hands. 

The seal was broken—just why noone seems 
to know—and the contents were taken out. 

It was a revelation to the one who opened it. 
It convinced the reader that the elder had two 
wives—one with him and one in Columbus. 
Every line appeared to clinch the charge 
of bigamy and told a story of intense sadness. 
In it the lady who is supposed to 
be Mrs. Minter No. 1 upbraids the elder for 
not keeping a promise of nine long years—to 
live with her. She said if she knew he never 
would she would want to die. She urged 
upon him the necessity of sending her $300 to 
pay house rent and doctor bills. Sadder than 
all this were the farewell words and kiss from 
her little sick boy to papa. 

“Already his pulse,” said the letter, “‘is 
beating low, and soon he will be dead.”

: THE CLAIM SET UP. 

The plaintiff claims that he pledged to the 
defendant 120 shares of stock in the Elyton 
Land Company to secure its cost and bond; 
that half the stock was sold within a 
year for $6,000, leaving sixty shares 
pledged only for $300 of $400 
ofinterest. This was in 1871. In June, 1834, 
Morris repudiated the pledge. In July, 1884, 
a suit was brought in the state court to redeem, 
stating only the original pledge and sale of 
half the stock. This bill was demurred to as 
being barred by limitations, and the demurrer 
was sustained in the court and affirmed by the 
supreme court. 

A NEW SUIT BROUGHT. 


The complainant then brought a new suit 


in the United States court, alleging new 
pledges of thesame stock in 1875, and after- 
ward, so as to avoid the demurrer, interposed 
in the first suit. This suit after ‘samy decided 
at all points for the plaintiff, ‘was dismissed 
by the supreme court of the United States for 
want of jurisdiction, because it held that the 
plaintiff was not a bona fide citizen of 
Tennessee, as alleged in his bill. Complainant 
then moved to the new state of Washington, 
and brought the present suit, The defendant 
setupasa plea in the bar that the state 
court decision was conclusive against plain- 
tiff’s right. 
THE DECISION GIVEN. 

This plea being argued is now overruled, 
and the defendants are required to answer the 
bill forthwith. Your correspondent is in- 
formed that the defense just overruled is 
practically the only one in the case, and that 
if the ruling of the lower court is sustained, 
the plaintiff will recover his stock and all 
dividends, the aggregate value of stock and 
dividends amounting to from $250,000 to 
$300,000.

Balfour was debonnaire and smiling,apparently 
happy in the thought of the house having at 
last reached the Irish land bill. Balfour’s 
pleasant manner was in marked contrast with 
the solemnity displayed by the 
Irish members, who were affected by 
their knowledge of the _ difference of 
opinion which existed in their ranks in regard 
to the measure, Parnell and his followers 
favoring the rapid passage of the bill. Both 
sides were prepared to make a demonstration 
upon the introduction into the house of the 
new members for Aston Manor and North 
Sligo. 

During the proceedings this evening, Mr. 
Timothy Healy assailed Messrs. Nolan and 
Thomas W. Russell for supporting the gov- 
ernment against the quibbling amendment 
offered by Healy. 

The speaker finally put an end to the matter 
by calling Healy toorder for prolixity, and 
Nolan for using unparliamentary language. 
This little passage foreshadowed many pas- 
sages of asimilar nature inthe future, and 
evidently afforded much pleasure to Balfour 
and his friends.

THE PRISONER COMES IN. 

Mrs. McKee, family and counsel had ar- 
rived. The tread of the jury was heard 
above. The crowd held its breath. Down 
the steps the jury came. Mr. Broome, the sick 
juror, wasin advance. He leaned on a big 
walking stick and slowly came down. Mr. 
Gibbons, the other sick juror, came next, and 
then followed the other jurors. One juror had 
the famous tin box in his hands, and the bbdx 
containing all the poison was under the arms 
of another. 

READING THE VERDICT. 

“Mr. Solicitor,” said Judge Maddox, “re. 
ceive the verdict.’’ 

A bright smile came across Mrs. McKee’s 
face asshe looked at the jury. 

Judge Maddox prefaced the reception of the 
verdict by saying that a scene had once oc- 
curred in this court that he had never seen 
anything like; that when a certain verdict was 
Announced, people went wild almost; that he 
didn’t want co see any demonstration now.

But I charge you that 
the facts and circumstances relied on to prove the 
truth of this confession must not only show that 
pokcom was administered to Mrs. Wimpee but the 

ind confessed to by the defendant, and what was 
the poison administered to Mrs. Wimpee. If they 
fail in this and you find that this confession was 
not freely and volantarily made you should elim- 
inate from your consideration the confession or 
any part thereof. 

he mere collateral benefit the defendant was 
to derive from a promise not to tell any one but 
the doctors, or to keep the same a secret, would 
not in itself exclude a confession from the consid- 
eration of the jury. 

MOTIVE, 

It is insisted that there was no motive on the 
part of the defendant to commit the crime. You 
may inquire whether there was any motive on the 
vai of the defendant to induce her to take the 

ife of the deceased, and if there was any motive, 

what that motive was. If you find there was no 
motive on her part to commit the act, you may 
consider it, especially if the evidence leaves the 
defendant’s guilt at all doubtful in deciding 
whether the defandant is guilty or not. Yetif 
the evidence shows'the commission of the crime, 
and you are satisfied beyond a reasonable douht 
that the defendant committed it with 
malice aforethought, either expressed or 
implied, and if the cigcumstances are 
consistent with her guilt, and inconsistent 
with any other reasonable hypothesis than that of 
her guilt, then, though the evidence may not 
disciose a motive, you would be authorized to find 
the defendant guilty. 

Much has been said by the counse: on either 
side of this case as to circumstantial evidence 
and as to the weight of suchevidence. I charge 
you that circumstantial evidence may be as con- 
vincing and conclusive of. guilt as direct evidence 
itseli, provided such evidesce comes up to this 
rujJe that I now give you and that rule will control 
your consideration in this case. 

CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 

When the guiit of the defendant depends upon 
circumstantial evidence alone, the rule is, that 
each separate fact or link which goes to make 
the chain of circumstances from which the de- 
duction of guilt is sought to be drawn, must be 
clearly proved, and a fact not clearly proved 
should not be considered as a part of the chain of 
circumstances, but should be rejected by the jury. 
and the circumstances proved must not only be 
consistent with the defendant’s guilt, but they 
Must exclude every other reasonable hypothesis 
than that of the defendant’s = If any one or 
more of the circumstances relied on py the state 
are not clearly proved, and forthis reason you 
reject one or more of the circumstances relied on, 
then you will inquire whether the other 
remaining circumstances prove,if they are clearly 
proved, are consistent with the defendant’s 
— and inconsistent with any other reasonable 

ypothesis other than that of the defendant’s 
guilt. All essential factsand circumstances nec- 
essary to show the ,commussion of the crime and 
so conaect the defendant therewith as the party 
committing the act must be proved. 

Murder is the unlawful killing of ahuman be- 
ing in the peace of the state by a person of sound 
memory and discretion, with malice aforethought 
either expressed or implied. 

Expressed malice is that deliberate intention un- 
lawfully to take away the life of a fellow creature, 
which 1s, manifested by external circumstances 
capable of proof. 

Malice shall be implied where no considerable 
provocation ng and where ail the circum- 
stances of the killing show an abandoned and 
malignant heart. 

If the defendant unlawfully, with malice afore- 
thought, eitherex pressed or implied, administered 
or gave to Mrs. Wimpee poison of the kind or kinds 
alledged in the indictment on different occasions, 
or at any time, as alleged, and the poison so ad- 
ministered by the defendant resulted in her (Mrs. 
Wimpee’s) death, then she would be guilty. If 
she did not administer or give the poison to Mrs, 
Wimpee, the deceased, she would not be guilty; 
or, if you find she adminished the poison with 
malice aforethought, either expressed or implied, 
to Mrs. Wimpee,and you find it was not the 
cause of her death, but her death resulted from 
other causes other than the poison 80 adminis- 
tered, then the defendant would not be guilty. 

The court does not express or intimate any opin- 
ion as to what has or has not been proven to you. 
You will take into consideration all the evidence 
before you, and determine therefrom whether the 
defendant is guilty or not guilty ofthe crime 
charged in the bill of indictment. 

The form of your verdict will be as you find the 
facts; either, we, the jury, find the defendant 
guilty, which would leave it discretionary with 
the court as to whether she would be subjected to 
capital punisliment or imprisonmext in the peni- 
tentiary for life, or we, the jury, find the defendant 
guilty and recommend that she be imprisoned 
for life in the penitentiary; in that event the de- 
fendant could not be executed; or we, the jury, 
find the defendant not guilty. 

WHERE WILL THEY LIVE? 

THE ConsTITUTION inquired whether or not 
Mr. and Mrs. McKee would occupy again 
their old home, but the question could not be 


answered. 

Whata battle the defense had to fight!

The case was speedily tried, the defense 
only asked for a recommendation of mercy, 
and the jury brought in a recommendation.

ISN’T THIS A GOOD SUGGESTION? 


A Central Distributing We»erehouse for 
Points Around the City. 

The president of a large manufacturing in- 
stitution in the north is in Atlanta now, and 
offers a suggestion. 

He has settled upon Atlanta as the most 
desirable one in which so locate a central 
distributing warehouse for all points east, 
south and west of this city. 

What he desires, and is willing and anxious 
to secure at once, is warehouse facilities, into 
which he can send carloads of his products, 
and thereby make the saving on carioad lots, 
and from which his customers can be supplied 
promptly, and not be obliged tosuffer the 
long delay often experienced in shipments 
from the far north to this point. | 

The plan of operation he suggests is to erect 
a large one-story building somewhere on the 
line of railroad, as near as possible to the center 
of the city which would be available to all the 
roads. 

A very small office force could attend to a 
vast business. 

Warehouses of this sort are in operation in 
many cities ofthe north, notably in Boston, 
where goods are shipped from _ fac- 
tories all over the country. Orders 
sent to this warehouse company are filled at 
once from stock on hand, the warehousemen 
reporting on blanks prepared for this pur 
pose, to the manufacturer as often as ship- 
ments are made. The manufacturer being 
thus advised can keep his stock constantly re- 
plenished. The charge for this warehousing 
and accounting can be based upon a per cent on 
amount of sales,or by the ton, or space 
can be rented at so much a square foot. 
The space required by the gentleman now 
here would not exceed twenty-five or thirty 
feet square, and if anything like the business 
should be done here that he feels sure can be 
done in his line alone, he would be willing to 
pay such a per cent as would amount to $2,000 
or more per year for this small space and a 
small amount of office work. 

Why should not Atlanta be provided with 
such an institution? There is no point in the 
country more centrally located for this pur- 
pose and many establishments all through the 
north would at once avail themselves of the 
privilege if it could be had. 

Such a warehouse is also needed, he adds, 
as a place for storage of household effects be- 
longing to parties out of town. ¢

' THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, April 9.—The stock market was again 
booming today and the volume of business was larger 
than on any previous day this year, being well dis- 
tributed among the leading stocks, while a number of 
inactive stocks dealt in was something unprecedented. 
The western operators are a greater tactor in the 
market at present and their purchases exceed any- 
thing seen in the market so far since the great break 
of last November. Today foreigners came into the 
market to a larger degree than for many weeks, but 
suspicion is strong that foreign buying has its incep- 
tion in Chicago, as the purchases are only of stocks 
which are favorites at the latter center. There is no 
doubt, however, but that the commission houses are 
again buying for their customers, and the offices of 
these present are much more animated in appearance 
than usual of late. The opening today was active and 
strong, but the realizations by traders for a short 
time checked a rise and even forced a slight reaction 
in prices, but the urgent demand from all sides soon 
changed the temper of speculation and heavy gains 
were made in al! the leading shares, with Burlington, 
Louisville and industrials leading. The realizations 
alsoybecame prominent in the afternoon, when Chicago 

as was forced off over 1% per cent, followed by 
orthern Pacific preferred, which was still] the weakest 
pointin the usually active list. Of the special move- 
ments those in the great Northern preferred, Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg, and Ontario and Western 
were more conspicuous, and the revival of the rumors 
of Vanderbilt buying and raising the price of the last 
named overl per cent.

Entries on the Stubs of Receipt Books Not 
on the Cash Book—The Lost Bank 
Book of Mr. Wilson Found. 


“Let the sufferers come in,” said Judge 
Richard Clark, as the jurors in the case of the 
state against Wilson filed into the courtroom. 

Proceeding with the trial, the counsel for 
the state offered a certified copy of the orders 
of the county commissioners, assessing taxes 
for the years 1886 and 1887. Over the objec 
tions of defendant’s counsel the orders were 
admitted. 

Mr. W. F. Parkhurst was called to the 
stand. Mr. Parkhurst testified that, as shown 
from the tax digest, the total taxable prop- 
erty of Fulton county in 1886 was $32,681,745. 
The genera] state tax on this, computed at the 

rate, amounted to $98,455.23. The poll 
shown amounted to $6,301; capitol tax 
$16,300.40. 

Counsel for the defense objected to the in- 
troduction of the other sources of revenue 
being shown—tax not on digest, insolvent list 
and back tax—which were excluded. 

For the same year the county tax assessed 
was $98,455.23. 

In 1887 the total state tax was $136,164.32; 
county, $102,387.78. 

For the year 1888, up to the time Mr. Wilson 
retired from the office, there was collected, as 
shown by the receipt stubs, $17,000. 

On cross-examination Mr. Parkhurst testi- 
fied that it required more than one man to do 
the work of the collector’s office, especially in 
the busy season, which was from September 
ist until December 20th; that the principal 
record of the office was the tax digest, by 
which the tax due was computed, the receipt 
book and the cash book. On the receipt book 
was entered the name of the taxpayer, with 
the amount of his tax. When the 
taxes were paid the receipt was torn 
out, and the amapnt received should 
then be entered on the cash book.

Each member waited for some other one to 
speak. Finally Mr. Woodward remarked: 

“The object of the request by the council 
was to secure the return of the paper, I pre- 
sume ?”’ 

‘‘How’s that?” asked Mr. Shropshire, as 
though just awakening. 

Mr. Woodward repeated his remark. 

There was a short si'ence, and then Mr. 
Hutchison slowly, carefully and cautiously 
said; 

“IT move we grant the request.” 

**And I second that motion,’’ said Mr. Rice, 
just as tardily. 

The motion prevailed, and the paper will be 
read in the general council again next Monday 
week. 

But will it make the same lively discussion 
as before? 

The board concurred in the ordinances. 

Constructing a seweron James street from 
Cain to Peachtree, at a cost of $3,000. 

Constructing a sewer on an alley and Peters 
from Mangum to Walker, at acost of $2,000. 

Constructing a sewer on Magnolia from 
branch to Davis, at a cost of $2, 

City Engineer Clayton’s leave of absence to 
attend the convention of American water- 
works, in Philadelphia, this month, was agreed | 
to by the board as granted by the council. 

The Woodward ordinance establishing pub- 
lic scales on both sides of the railroad was con- 
curred in. 

The board concurred in the ordinance au- 
thorizing advertising for bids to supply the 
city with electric lights fora term of one to 
five years. 

One hundred dollars was awarded to B. 8. 
Drake in full payment for damages to his prop- 
erty caused by grading Cedar street. 

New Numbers on the Houses. 

Mr. Hutchison’s ordinance to renumber the 
houses throughout thecityis now a law, or 
rather will be just as soon as Mayor Hemphill 
signs it. 

— for the work will be the next thing 
then. 

The ordinance provides that all houses 
fronting on the various streets and alleys in 
the city shall be renumbered under the direc- 
tion of the city engineer. 

No cost, the ordinance says, shall accrue to 
the owners of property already improved. 

The engineer, in supervising the work, shall 
make such surveys as are necessary, and the 
plats shall indicate the right numbers for 
houses hereafter erected. On these new 
houses the owner shall defray the expense of 
numbering.. In the renumbering, the plan 
now in use shall be observed and followed as 
far as practicable. However, streets havin 
numbers running in the wrong direction shal 
have the irregularity mended. Except where 
the present condition of property requires 
more or less, twenty-five feet shall be the 
space of a frontage or number. 

The ordinance provides that, after the 
houses are renumbered, it shall be unlawful 
for any one to give a house a wrong number 
or to allow a house to remain ten days without 
& number. 

The Public Scales. 

The special committee on the new public 
=— will meet this afternoon in the mayor’s 
office. 

Mr. Woodward, chairman, desires a full 
meeting. 

The aldermanic board has concurred in the 
council appropriation of $350 for two sets of 
scales of tive tons’ capacity each, and the pur- 
chase will be made at once. By the time the 
scales are laid down the ground will be ready 
to receive them, and within the next thirty 
days the balances will be ready for a tilt. 

“T think,” said Mr. Woadward yesterday. 
“that the poor people will be better protected 
than ever when we get these scales up.”’ 

A New Cemetery. 

Mr. Broyles, chairman of the cemetery com- 
mittee, though the healthiest member of the 
general council, realizes that after life comes 
death. 

Then a burial .place. 

For some time past he has been giving At- 
lanta’s burial grounds a careful study, and 
now he is thoroughly convinced that the city 
should have a new cemetery. 

‘‘Oakland cemetery,”’ he says, ‘‘is the pretti- 
est burial spot in the world, and there I want 
to rest when this fitful dream of mine is over. 
But Oakland is now crowded, and Atlanta 
must have a new place where the sacred ashes 
of her dead can rest. Westview is a beautiful 
place, but I am inclined to the opinion that 
Atlanta should own its own burial grounds.” 

And Mr. Broyles will be endorsed by most 
Atlantians. 

Everything Is, Weighed. 

Mr. Shropshire, chairman of the sanitary 
committee, is to be comgratulated upon the 
purchase of a set of scales for his department. 

Everything bought for that department now 
is weighed, | 

Soon after assuming control of the sanitary 
committee, Mr. Shropshire purchased a 
set of scales for the department, and since 
then has made several trips to the farm.
